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Film tribute to Perry

toad racing international, Geoff, Perry. It has been bought 


by the N.Z.B.C. for screening on television. Perry was in 
the middle of making a film on his racing career with 
Auckland film-maker Roger Donaldson when the aircraft 
in which he was flying to America crashed into the sea at 
Tahiti. In the aftermath of the tragedy, it was largely 
forgotten. Now, with additional footage from other 
sources, it has been welded into a fitting tribute to one of 
New Zealand’s greatest riders. :

Leaving machines of three times the capacity foundering in his wake, the Christchurch 
international ace put on a superb display of precision riding to. conquer the snakey one- 


mile Porirua road circuit. 

Wylie left his big TZ 750 
Yamaha at home and competed 
all day-on the smaller machine. 
He wan all five races he entered. 
“Asked if he thought he could 
have gone round the course 
quicker on his TZ 750, Wylie: 
told NZMEN “| don’t know; 
it certainly would have been 
interesting to compare’. 

The only rider to seriously 
challenge Wylie in the main 
eyent was fellow Christchurch 
rider, Stewart Avant. He, too, 
rode a TZ 250 Yamaha al- 
though he did bring his: TZ 
750! to Porirua. Avant, pressed 

-WyYlie hard! over the last few 
laps of the 25-lap event but was 
first to. admit that Wylie de- 
served his win. “If | had 
caught him, he probably would 
have got me back again” he 
said afterwards, > 

One’ of the victims of the 
course was Huntly veteran Gin- 
ger Molloy, who crashed his 
Harley Davidson 350cc twin in 
practice. Neither rider nor 
machine was badly damaged but 
it was enough to put Molloy 
out for the day. 


21 RIDERS a 

A total of 21 tiders lined 
up for the Grand Prix. Wylie 
led from the start and in the 
opening dozen laps was persued 
by Tauranga’s Alan Collison on 
a Kawasaki 750. But as the 


leaders began to’ lap the tail- | 


enders, the more nimble Yama 
ha began to create some breath- 
ing space. Then Avant passed 
Collison and took up the chal- 


lenge, but although he was never | 





more than a couple.of seconds 
behind over the last seven or 
eight laps, he could’ not pass 
Wylie. 
Third man home, after Col- 
lison dropped ‘out, was. Well- 
ingtonian Keith Tinney on a 
Suzuki 400. An_ incredible 
fourth place went to Steve Dun- 
don, who crashed his water- 
cooled Suzuki TR500 in prac- 
tice and competed for the rest 
of the day on a SuzukiTM125.

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The prospect

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Wylle asked the New Zealand 
Suzuki importers, Percy Cole- 
man, Ltd., of Wanganul, for 
$2000 or the equivalent In goods 
‘to ride the Suzukl. Colemans 
offered Instead to make his prize 
money up to $1000 If he falled to 
achleve that figure In the serles. 
But Wylle turned It down. 

He has since returned the 
$6000 Suzuk! he has been riding 
to Its owner, Tommy McCleary 
Jnr (Tommy's Suzukl Centre), and 
will now race his own 12750 
Yamaha _In the New Zealand 
series. This Is a tremendous 
disappointment to all those who 
Were hoping that the Suzuki 
would provide a welcome break 
In the endless succession of 
Yamahas which was expected In 
the series. 

But what Is even worse, the 
‘Suzuki might not now appear In 
the serles at all, Even if It was

would be difficult to obtain a late 
entry for the Marlboro series. So 
the bike which might very well 
have won the series will probably 
be left sitting on the showroom 
floor of Mr McCleary‘s shop. 

“It has left me completely out 
on a limb,” Mr McCleary told 
NZMCN. “I didn't have a written 
contract with Wylie. A verbal 
agreement has always been good 
enough for me in the past and it 
should have been this time. | feel 
that | have been let down very 
badly indeed. You could say | am 
feeling disillusioned about the 
whole thing.” 

Wylie was offered the Suzuki, 
originally Intended for Stewart 
Avant, when he returned from 
the UK circuit. After three hours 
of testing at Ruapuna Park, he 
agreed to ride the bike. On the 
strength of this, Mr McCleary, 
who had a cash buyer for the 
bike, kept the Suzuki.

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eoIcorial 

The world governing body of motor-cycle sport, the Federation 
Internationale Motorcyclists [FIM], has accepted Austral full 
member. Previously, Australia was, Ilke New Zealand, affillated to the 
Auto Cycle Union of Great Britain. 3 

This effectively puts fopper on rumours that Australla would 
n to break with the British ACU. And It 
leaves New Zealand some! on a limb. If the FIM rules are 
strictly adherred to, Australian riders will not be permitted to compete 
In any International meetings held without the approval of the FIM In 
New Zealand. And for New Zealand to get such permission Is not easy 
as application has to go first to the British ACU before It even reaches 
the FIM. ; 

It might also create problems with riders wanting to hop across the 
Tasman for meetings. A full International licence might In future be 
required for this. No doubt rules will be bent. Because of Australla's 
acceptance, the recent Indonesian grand prix was declared black for 
Australlan riders. It was not an FIM approved event. But some 
‘Australians ignored thls and went away. e 

The big gain for Australia Is that It now has a direct say In what goes 
on at world level. We in New Zealand have no say at all. We are merely 
a section of the British ACU. . 

Australla can now, also, apply to hold world champlonships In its 
‘own right. It will, automatically It would seem, have to hold world 
championship qualifying rounds for its speedway riders [see Moore on 
Speedway]. Australlan riders will not longer be eligible to qualify for 
the world final through British qualifying rounds. This is one 
advantage which the Kiwis will have over their neighbours. 

The possibility of New Zealand following In Australla's footsteps 
was considered some months back. The Idea was finally discarded by 
the ACU excutive because It felt that there was little to be galned and 
that nobody was very Interested, anyway. 

But the matter should be reconsidered at the earliest possible time. 
New Zealand Is a country and, In the motor-cycling world, It should 
start acting like one. Until New, Zealand gains direct affiliation with the 
FIM, It can have no influence on the conduct of world motor-cycling 
and It cannot even be considered as a venue for a world champlonship 
or world champlonship round. Australia’s success at gaining full 
membership should underline the need for New Zealand to do the 








same. 

Direct affillation is Inevitable In the long run. There seems to be little 
to gain by putting It off. Admittedly, the cost will be high — a 
representative would have to be appointed to attend all FIM meetings 
In Europe for a start. But former world speedway champlon Barry 
Briggs has already made It plain that he would be prepared to do this it 
required so a representative would not have to travel half-way round 
the world and back again for each meeting. 

However, no cost should be too great for the right to stand on our 
own two feet. As far as the southern hemisphere Is concerned, there 
have never been any motor-cycling events of world significance In the 
area. The mind boggles at what might be achieved If New Zealand and 
the Aslan countries Joined Australia as full members of the FIM. It 
might even be possible for the first time to have world championship 
events which are a little more than European championships with an 
inflated title. >

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ENDUROS AT HAMILTON 


Sir, 

| was surprised to read Mr. 
Middleton's criticism of the 
Hamilton Motorcyle Club Enduro 
in recent issue of N.Z.M.C.N. 

1. He Is, | understand, a key 
member of a club supposedly 
dedicated to the establishment 
of this sport In N.Z. and his 
comments did little to encourage 
efforts already being made. 

2. As Mr. Middleton did not 
ride In our Enduro, nor observe 
Its conduct, | feel he is 
unqualified to comment. 

3. | agree with his point that 
Enduro's should be run along 
international lines if possible, 
but | also feel that N.Z. riders are 
probably not ready for this yet 
and must be educated Into It. We 
also have unique conditions 
which must be adapted to. 
Surely it Is better to run an 
Enduro as close to overseas 
methods .as_ possible, but 
adapted to local conditions, than 
not run one at alll 

4, The Hamilton Motor-cycle 

Club does not consider that the 
enduro rules formulated by them 
and adopted by the N.Z.A.C.U. 
are the ultimate thing. It felt, 
however, that it was far 
preferable to introduce a set of 
easily understood basics to at 
least get Enduro competition 
“off the ground" In N.Z., than 
present riders with a very long 
and Involved set of international 
rules almost as large as our 
existing complete A.C.U. rule 
«book. We must learn to walk 
before we can run! We also feel 
that the rules adopted by the 
A.C.U. are flexible enough to 
allow organising clubs to 
incorporate additional 
“International” requirements as 
the sport and the 
organizing ability develops. 
5. | challenge Mr. Middleton 
to ask any competitor who took 
part in our recent enduro if they 
thought it to be “a boring 
endurance contest" to use his 
own words. This event was a real 
challenge and incorporated most 
of the Ingredients we read about 
and see in films relating to ISDT 
and Enduro events. 
This event was a big advance- 
ment. on our “First Annual 
Raglan Enduro” from which we 
learnt a lot. It was conducted 
over entirely different terrain and 
under completely _ different 
conditions. 

It is only by experience that we 
can learn and improve, and | feel 
that the Hamilton Motorcycle 
Club is at least making efforts In 
the right direction, to eventually 
present "real" Enduro’s as near- 
to International standards as 
possible.

Mitchell aiming for 


next season 


When the chips are 
down, 20-year-old Christ- 
church ‘trials expert Bruce 
Mitchell is at his best. He 
demonstrated this very 
important quality by 
coming from behind to win 
the vital final round of the 
New Zealand sporting trial 
championship series at 


Wellington. 

It enabled him to end the 1974 
championship in an unprecend- 
ented tie for first place with 
Hamilton's Greg Power. Both 
scored 54 points from thelr four 
best rounds — Just slx short’ of 
the maximum possible. This was 
a tremendous finish to the most 


stimulating contest In the history - 
of New Zealand trials riding. And~ 


Mitchell is the first to admit that 
the final outcome was a fair one. 

But this does not mean that he 
Is going to remain satisfied with 
only a share In the national title. 
Next season, he Is determined to 
win the crown outright. a 

He is already planning and 
preparing for his next campaign. 
“L intend to put in a lot of work 
during the off-season, part- 
icularly on tree roots and rocks. 
You have got to plan well before 
a season now. It Is not a thing 
which you can just go into at a 
moment's notice and expect to 
do well. The competition is 
much too tough for that.” 

Mitchell rode a Yamaha 250 in 
this year's serles and was very 
happy with Its performance. “It 
has got a shorter wheelbase than 
the Bultaco | rode last year and 
this makes It easler on rocks.” 
He intends to use the same 
machine next season. 


HIGHLY FAVOURED ' 


After finishing runner-up to 
Chris Harris in last year's 
national series, Mitchell was 
strongly favoured to win before 
the beginning of} this year’s 
champlonship.’'| thought | had a 
good chance but | wasn’t over 


confident. Then, in the first 
round at Hamilton | came up 
against Greg Power. He won and 
| was second. ‘From that point, | 
realised that it was going to be a 


real battle." 


Mitchell and Power are very 
different in thelr riding and in 
thelr personalities. Power:Is the 
extrovert showman who does 
everything boldly and thinks 
nothing of Inducing a spec- 
tacular wheelle In the middle of 
the tough section. Mitchell Is the 
quiet, efficient type who never 
allows ‘himself to become 
flustered. 

At the start of the serles, they 
excelled on different types of 
terrain — Mitchell on muddy 
grass slopes and Power on tree 
roots and rocks. 

| practised a lot on rocks and, 
where | could find them, tree 
roots,” recalled’ Mitchell. “But 
Greg must have been practising 
on grassy slopes because we 
continued to cancel each other 
out." 

In the final trial at Wellington, 
Mitchell had-no idea how he had 
fared in relation to his rivals until 


after the officia' © unt had been | 


announced. He, Power and 
promising young Hamilton rider 
Peter Grinter had all started the 
final round with a chance of 
taking the aggregate title. 

Grinter virtually eliminated 
himself early on when he 
knocked out. a marker peg. But 
the battle between Mitchell and 
Power did not end until very near 
the end of the one-day event. In 
Mitchell's second-to-last section 
he rode through clean with a 
really inspired effort. The same 
section was Power's last. He got 
into all sorts of bother, finishing 
with five penalty. points and 
losing his chance of outright 
victory in the series. Ironically, It 
was an up-hill section over 
slippery tree roots. 

Looking back on the series, 
Mitchell feels that It was well run 
and that the standard was higher 
than ever before. “I found myself 
doing things | wouldn't have 
dreamed of last year." But he 


feels that all rounds’should be of 
the two-day. variety — not 
one-day as at Wellington — and 
that some of the sections could 
be toughened up a little. He Is 
convinced that the sections In 
the South Island, at least, are 
Inclined to be too easy. 


METEORIC RISE 


Mitchell's rise In the trials 
world has been meteoric.’ His 
interest In motor-cycles was 
sparked off when he bought a 
little 50cc Yamaha to ride from 
his home in Lyttelton to Hagley 
High School In Christchurch. | 
liked pulling It to bits and. was- 
undecided what to do In life so | 
decided to enter the motor-cycle 
trade.” 

He joined the staff of Yamaha 
agents Velvin and Cresswell Ltd. 
were he came Into contact with 
former triple New Zealand trials 
champion Evan Norris. Norris 
persuaded him to buy an enduro 
machine and compete on this In 
some club trials. One thing led 
to another and soon Mitchell was 
taking a keen Interest in 
competition. ‘ 

It was late In 1971 that he first 
started riding In trials but It was 
not until more than a year later 
that he began to take It 
serlously. In October, 1972, he 
bought his first genuine trials 
mount, a 250 Bultaco, and In the 
dying stages of that season he 
had his first major ride in the 
annual North-South contest. He 
missed by one point gaining a 
place in the South Island team 
but showed tremendous 
promise. 

The 1973 season was his first 
serious season and In his first 
attempt at the New, Zealand 
champlonship he finished 
second to Chris Harris. In the 
Dunedin round, he showed real 
brilliance to defeat Harris. 


NORRISS HELPS 


It was hardly any wonder that 
when .Harris went to Britain, 
Mitchell was labelled as his 
successor. But few fully 





terms of 


appreciated that In 
experience, young Mitchell was a 
mere novice. 

Mitchell gives much of the 


credit for his rapid rise to 
Norriss. “It all started through 
him. He has been a tremendous 
help to me:” Norriss Is_ still 
capable of giving his pupil a 
hurry-up, too. In the recent 
Ploneer club's Scott trial at 
Loburn, Mitchell won with a loss 
of 89 points. But applying the 
pressure In second place was 
Norriss, who finally ended the 
trial with 110 penalty points. 

Unfortunately, Mitchell was 
unable to contest the New 
Zealand Scott trial championship 
at Hastings earller this month 
because of a clash with trade 
examinations. 

There was a time when 
Mitchell considered scrambles 
riding. He rode his trall bike In a 
number of moto-cross meetings 
but found that he got more 
enjoyment from riding trials. 
“More riding skill is needed in 
trials. It is not Just a case of 
zooming around a track. Trials 
riding also helps a person to 
become a good rider on the road 
and | think this is very Important: 
The emphasis Is on machine 


control and riding skill rather 
than speed.” 
In the long. term, Mitchell 


hopes to travel to Australla and 
eventually to Britain to further 
his trials career. But he Is quick 
to point out that this is still a 
long way in the future. “I have 
got a lot of Improving to do here 
yet.”

Stapleton the master in 
Otago charity MX........ 


A typically fine Otago summer's day, a spectacular 
track and plenty of prize money were the Ingredients for 
one of the most successful moto-cross meetings ever 
held in the province with the running of the Otago Charity 
1500 at Waihola on Sunday, November 17. 


Things did not look too hot the 
day before however as drenched 
officials surveyed a water-logged 
track and prayed quietly to 
themselves. Sunday however 
dawned clear and fine and by 10 
am. the temperature was 
touching 20°C. The track dried 
up miraculously. 

The Otago Motorcycle Club, 
which organised the meeting In 
Conjunction with the Leith 
Round Table, received about 80 
entries beforehand and 9 on the 
day, making the event the 
biggest ever staged In Otago. 

Many entries were from 
outside of Dunedin and, Indeed, 
most of the honours escaped 
local riders. 

Peter Boyle (Suzuki TM250) 
and Handa CR 125) and John 
Gibbons (Honda CR 125) made 
the trip from Wellington while 
the Christchurch contingent 
consisted of such names as 
Larry Ross (Montesa 250 and 
Suzuki TM125), John Hanning 
(Honda CR125 and CR250), Blair 
Carpenter (Honda R125), 
Graeme Stapleton (Kawasak!

third after flve laps. 

Boyle and Calder engaged In a 
short duel for a lap and a half 
before the Wellington rider 
passed Calder and set out In 
chase of Bryce, who had held a 
comfortable lead since the start. 

With a lap to go, Boyle had 
caught up Carpenter to move 








Into second place, about 50 
metres behind Bryce, who 
rapidly guessed who had done 
all the moving behind him and 
started putting everything he had 
Into the race to keep the lead and 
win the $125 first prize money. 

All eyes were focussed on the 
last down-ward slope, Hogg's 
Hill. Bryce appeared first, with 
Boyle breathing down his neck. 
At the bottom of the hill Bryce 
elected the careful way over the 
ditch (beyond you round the 
muddy corner and race the last 
150 metres to the finish banner). 

But it was the wizard Boyle 
who stole the show. Instead of 
slackening off over the notorious 
ditch, he kept his right hand 
firmly screwed to the rubber, 
leaping about 3 metres In the air 
and actually landing in front of 
Bryce, on the outside. For a split 
second, It looked as though he 
would have difficulties straight- 
ening up, but this was not to be 
and at the winner's post, It was 
Boyle by Just over a bike length 
from the disappointed Bryce.

New Zealand Intemational John Boote [TZ750 Yamaha] 
finished third overall in the second round of Australla’s

Top honours after some really 
searing competition were shared 
by American junior champion Pat 
Hennen (750 Kawasaki) and 
Australian veteran Ron Toombs 
(750 Kawasaki). 

Hennen, who will’ ride the 
ex-Geoff Perry Suzukl 750 in the 
New Zealand Marlboro serles, 
won the first heat by a mere 
six-tenths of a second from 
Toombs after a race long battle, 
Murray Sayle (750 Kawasaki) 
made the day complete for the 
Kawasaki factory by claiming 
third place ahead of John Boote. 

The second heat was Just as 
close. Hennen led for much of 
the journey but Just 200yds from 
the finish, Toombs made a 
do-or-die effort and whistled Into 
the lead. At the finish he was 
still a bike length clear of the 
American. 

This time Boote was right up 
with them, constantly looking an 
opening. But he had to be 
content with a well-deserved 
third placing. Sayle finished fifth 
this time behind Trevor Wood 
(TZ750 Yamaha) so Boote gained 
the third placing overall. 


Boote also finished third 
behind Hennen and Toombs In 
the International Trophy race. 

Hennen and Toombs now 
share the lead in the Pan Pacific 
series with 19 points aplece and 
one round to go (on December 
7). Sayle Is In third place on 12 
with Rob Hinton, Rob Madden, 
John Boote, Chris Chapman and 
Laurle Barnett close behind. 

In the first round of the series 
at Surfers’ Paradise, Greg 
Hansford (TZ750 won both legs.

Avant, also riding a TZ750 
Yamaha, was lying seventh after 
four laps Just behind Australians 
Greg Hansford and Kenny Blake 
when “I went zapping Into a 
high-speed bend, the front wheel 
stepped out and the belly pan 
and exhaust chambers scraped 
along the ground.” He managed 
to pull up without disastrous 
consequences to find that he had 
picked up a nall in his front tyre. 
He trundled back to the pits and 
watched the rest of the race as a 
spectator. 

The winner of the race was 
Japanese works rider Hideyo 
Kawaskal (TZ750 Yamaha) with 
another Japanese factory rider, 


Takao Abe (750 Kawasaki), 
second, Australian champion 
Hansford (TZ750 Yamaha) 


struggled home third, a long way 
behind. His lap times dropped by 
a fantastic 8sec between the 
start and finish of the race. 

Another Australian, Warren 
Willing (TZ750 Yamaha), set a 
new lap record of 1min 59.6sec 
before retiring with fatigue after 
20 laps. 

On the previous day, New 
Zealand finished second to 
Japan in the 45-mile intern- 
ational teams’ race. Wylie was 
third behind Abe and Willing In 
the individual placings and 
Discombe finished sixth. 

Avant was tucked In behind 
Discombe and Indonesian 
Sarsito Sa (TZ750) in seventh 
place after 35 miles when he 
trled to out-brake them Into a 
corner, He ran off the course into 
the dirt at the side and into the 
crowd. "There were 70,000 
spectators at the course and ‘It 
felt like all of them were trying to 
help me. They were all trying to 
push me 70,000 different ways. 
One young bloke succeeded in 
pushing me into a ditch and a 
fairing bracket broke. Then 
ended any hopes of continuing.” 

But Avant-blames only himself 
for the predicament he found 
himself In. “I suddenly thought | 
could take Trevor and Sarsito. It 
was a dumb move. We were 
doing about 155 miles an hour at 
the time. Trevor had earlier 
advised me to take things easy 
and | foolishly didn't listen to 
him. | think | learned something 
from It, anyway.”

AIMING FOR THIRD 


In the main race the following 
day, Wylle had his sights on 
third place. The Suzuki was 
giving away 25 mph down the 
main straight to the bigger 
Yamahas but with a real effort he 
felt he could make up for this on 
the twisty bits. 

He was only’10th away from 
the grid but within two laps was 
up to third place behind the 
Japanese works men. With Avant 
also well placed, things look 
good. “I felt fantastic," said 
Wylie. But then things took a 
turn for the worse. 

Wylie fell off — at least, that 
is the best way of describing 
what happened. The bike started 
to go down but somehow he got 
his leg Jammed between the 
ground and the falring and after 
skidding along on its side the 
bike miraculously righted itself. 
“It was really strange. | thought 
I'd had it. My leathers were torn 
to shreds.” 

“| got a bit of a fright and from 
then on I started to feel 
fatigued." His lap times dropped 
away and chances of a major 
placing soon disappeared. 

Wylie said that the main 
trouble was that the race was 
held at mid-day when temper- 
atures were at thelr hottest. But 
he also felt that he and Avant 
had made a mistake working on 
their bikes until 1 a.m. in the 
morning before the race. “We 
arrived at the tracking having Just 
hopped out of bed. 

“| was disappointed because | 
won most of my races In the 
practices.

He is 18 years old, weighs 
eight and a half stone, and his 
height is five foot six inches, 


> His name is Gary Goodfellow. 


Although his. potential in 
moto-cross has been boasted 
by the Otago motor-cycling 
public for about two years, it 
is only in the last few months 
that he has become recog- 
nised as a real threat to the 
best riders in New Zealand. 

The rise of moto-cross in 
Otago - could be partly 
attributed to his presence. He 
has proved a big draw-card 
and crowd-pleaser for south- 
ern clubs and, although over- 
shadowed by him, has created 
a competitive spirit in 
less-talented riders in the 
area. 

In spite of his flamboyance 
on two wheels. — he 
occasionally puts the front 
one on-terra firma — it is 
Goodfellow's competitive 
spirit which has taken him on 
his rapid path towards the 
top. This Is evident when he Is 
headed or when he Is behind. 
It Is on these latter occasions 
that he seems to produce his 


finest riding. 


One o his biggest 
successes to date was in the 
North-South scramble at 
Masterton last Easter. With 
the assistance of brilliant 
arch-rival Ross Horsburgh, of 
Christchurch, he made breaks 
from the field In the last two 
faces, which he went on to 
win from ‘the North Island 
stars Morley Shirriffs and 
Ross McLaren. 

In the three earlier heats, 
which were won by Hors- 
burgh, Goodfellow complied 
two sixths and a fifth. This 
air, both mounted on CR250 

ondas, completely domin- 
ated the 250cc class, between 
them managing to hold 
Shirriffs to five Straight 
seconds. 

A couple of weeks later, 
Goodfellow lined up again 


in the final of the South Island 
miniature TT championship. 

Horsburgh secured a huge 
lead from the start but Gary 
whittled it down lap by lap to 
finish a close second. 
However, he was disqualified 
after a protest was lodged for 
missing some pegs earlier in 
the race. 

In spite of being plagued by 
bad luck, Goodfellow finished 
second to Larry Ross 
(Christchurch) in the South 
Island Gold Star moto-cross 
series, the final round of 
which was held at Halswell. 
After a fairly easy win in the 
first race, Goodfellow led for 
most of the second until his 
footrest fell off and his rear 
tire punctured. Ross cruised 
past to win unchallenged. 

The disastrous day was 
completed for Gary when he 
was catapulted over the 
handlebars after losing con- 
trol in the final race. 

Goodfellow’s return to the 
North Island for the $1000 
Leopard Moto-cross following 
his success in the inter-island 
event did -not go unnoticed. 
He survived the quallfyin: 
found and semi-finals with 
three seconds, to Horsburgh 
but crashed and was unable to 
finish in the half-hour final — 
which was won by canti- 
levered Yamaha rider Moss 
Smith, 


Gary's entry into moto- 
cross seemed inevitable from 
his early days of motor- 
cycling. At the tender age of 
15 his exhibition wheelies 
often gave his schoolmates 
Oe cause for admiration, 

Ss first race was in 
enduro event at a Gold Star 


meeting at Walhoka 
Dunedin, which he won, on his 
Pseudo-trall Kawasak| 90. 


From that he progressed a 
Bultaco Pursang 250, Whee 
he rode regularly In club 
Scrambles and_ travelled to 
Christchurch three or four 


times to compete. 
The first major meeting. of 
his career was in the Suzuki 


New Zealand moto-cross 
championships, which'were 
being run on the new grading 
system for the first time. Gary 
won all the B grade 
elimination races in the South 
Island, ‘but a mechanical 
failure put paid to his chances 
in the first race in the finals. 

He gained valuable riding 
experience on the Bultaco, on 
which he won__ several 
hillclimbs, the Otago Motor- 
cycle Club's junior champion- 
ship and about four assorted 
trophies. From these efforts 
he was selected to represent 
the South Island in the 1973 
inter-island moto-cross, a 
valuable introduction to first- 
class competition. He rode in 
this series on a new Suzuki 


Then his riding began to 
improve in leaps and bounds. 
He made a clean sweep of the 
Otago club's trophies — 
winning six in all — was 
awarded the cup for the most 
improved scramble rider in the 
South Island, and was 
Promoted to the B grade. 

Having graduated from his 
apprenticeship in moto-cross 
with honours, Gary then 

urchased the competitive

Sadly, a 
cracked knee cap which he sus- 
tained a few days before his 
departure date caused these, and 
all other immediate moto 
crossing plans he had, to be 
cancelled, But although he 
will be missing from the action 
for a while, few would argue 
that he is one of the most 
talented riders in New Zealand 
today.

blurb. 

Vibration — which manages 
to elude the rider — creeps up 
through the pillion foot pegs 
and further adds to the passen- 
ger's discomfort. The rider 
however, can dismount after a 
reasonably lengthy time in the 
saddle without being any the 


worse for wear. 


Around town the TX650A is 
a pleasure to ride, It will crawl 
along at idling speed (1000rpm) 
with hardly a missed beat with 
“the clutch fully engaged and 
will pick up smoothly and 
briskly. Here, the riding posi- 
tion and light steering come, into 
their own as it weaves through 
city traffic with an agility which 
belies its size. 

Starting is a cinch hot or 
cold. The only effort required 
is to push down the carburettor 
mounted choke when cold and 
press the -button--by the right 
hand grip. The engine will burst 
into deep-throated life within a 
couple of seconds. A kick start 
is also provided for the ener- 
getic or in the event of starter 
motor failure. 

The efficiency of the electrics 





was hampered on the test bike 
by an unco-operative fuse which 
affected the turn signals and, 
occasionally, the —_ ignition. 
Otherwise, the machine's el- 
ectrics were of the same high 
standard which we have come 
to expect of Japanese bikes. 
Cruising at night at a comfort- 
able 65 miles per hour is per- 
mitted by the broad beam of the 
headlight and the horn emits a 
reasonably loud warning. 


EXTRAS 

All the usual Yamaha extras 
come with this model, in- 
cluding mirrors, indicators, 
locking fuel cap and compre- 
hensive instrument panel. In- 
cluded in the latter is a warning 
light to indicate excessively 
worn rear brake linings. A neat 
touch is the routing of electric 
wires to the handlebar controls 
inside the bars themselves. 


RUGGED 

Though it cannot be des- 
cribed as a pretty machine, the 
TX 650A js styled  distinc- 
tively, with a rugged look. 
Paintwork is first class, coming 
in Cinnamon -Brown or Vegas 
Green. It's all a matter of 
personal taste, of course, but 
we didn't care at all for the 
insipid green of the test bike. 


, We thought the brown was much 


more attractive, as did every- 
one we talked to about it. 

The appeal of the TX 650A 
lies in its rugged simplicity and 
its ability to take almost every 
situation in its stride. |t poss- 
esses neither the suavity of the 
TX 750 nor the sophistication 
of the TX 500, between which 
the 650 falls pricewise at $1730. 
In fact it’s hard to say what type 
of motor-cycle jt is. But if 
€0cc bikes are to come back 
into vogue, this is the bike to 
lead the revival.

Zealand Scott Trial winner, Paul Symons 250 Ossa 


described the two courses used for the event. 


The two-day trial was held on 
two Hawke's Bay high country 
farms; where the goats out- 
number the sheep. 

For competitors, both courses 
provided an exacting challenge. 
For spectators waiting to see 
some of the action, a long hike 
was necessary. 

Symons, a Ilkely local lad who 
has had several successes on the 
national scene, was un- 
challenged on both days. 

The absence of Greg Power, 
Peter Grinter, Cedric Stone, and 
Bruce Mitchell took some of the 
interest out of the event, which 
Is one of the highest rated In the 
trials competition calender. 

The experience of Mitchell etc 
would have provided an Interest- 
ing contrast to the local 
knowledge Hastings-based 
Symons possesses. 

Symons lost only a total of 25 
points in the two events, with 
Peter Lintott (Wanganul, 250 
Montesa) second, after loosing 
75 points, and Dave Beere, 
(Napier) third. He lost 138 
points. 

The first day's running was 
held over six laps of a five-mile 
course. Only one of the sections 
provided any awkward moments, 
for most of the riders anyway, 
but between the sections, speed, 
and plenty of It, was essential. 
On both days a point was lost for 
every minute a rider was slower 
than the fastest time for the day. 

Symons set this time on both 
days and therefore lost no speed 
points. 

Most of Saturday's course was 
over undulating country, covered 
with lots of underrunners, but 
with short, dry grass, high 
speeds were reached. 

Symons lost 11 points on the 
Saturday. His fastest lap time 
was 17 mins. 47 .secs. 

. On Sunday the riders were 
faced with a seven and a half 


assortment of razor-blade ridges, 
several miles of foot-wide sheep 
tracks which = switchbacked 
through dense bush, a drop of 
500 feet in as many yards, plus 
the usual assortment of creeks, 
mudholes, and steep faces. 

“It was a trial with sections 
with several motor-cross type 
rides between them,” sald 
Symons. He sald his speed 
varied between one and 65 miles 
an hour. 

Most of the riders found it near 
Impossible to maintain some 
sort of consistency over the 
sections. It was only Symons 
who cleaned any section. 

The fastest lap was 21 minutes 
and Symons covered the 22'%2 
miles In an hour and six 
minutes....pretty consistent 
riding. 

Prominent Christchurch trial- 
ist, Ken Hosking, was at the 
course as an onlooker. His 
machine Is sidelined in Christ- 
church at the moment. Hosking 
described the course as 
“fantastic.” He couldn't resist 
taking in a few sections on a 
borrowed blke....while dressed 
In his Sunday best. 

Brother _ Peter Hosking 
performed well on Saturday but 
was Just behind the front runners 
on the second day. He was 
fourth overall. 

The trial organisers, the 
Hawke's Bay Motor Cycling 
Club, were pleased with the 
standard of riding and the two 
testing courses. 

The only dissappointment. was 
the size of the field. 

“Some of the Interest went out 
of the competition when some of 
the other top riders couldn't 
make It," sald one official.

Riding a motor cycle. for 
an hour lets you know 
quickly how much you're 
not going to learn about it. 

It is of course nowhere 
near long enough to do a 
full scale evaluation. In the 
case of the latest machine 
we rode — a BMW R75/6 
supplied by Palmerston 
North BMW dealers Grant 
Day Motors — it was only 
towards the end of the 
Period that we began to 
get a true inkling of what 
sort of machine it really is. 


Everyone knows that Bee-ems 
are touring machines, they are 
not sreet racers — especially not 
this model as to our mind It had 
a first gear a shade too high, 
definitely too high for mind- 
blowing 750cc starts. 

Get it going through, clunk the 
gears through — they really 
clunk In so-you'd have a job 
missing one — and we guess 
you'd feel comfortable riding the 
motor cycle until the tank ran 
dry. 


Overseas motor cycle’ 


magazines have put fuel 
consumption at around 48-50 
Mpg and with a fuel tank of four 
Imperial gallons that gives you 
near 200 miles before stopping. 

Just about every BMW that 
has been made has sported this 
touring image. Now, with the 
new models, the R90/6, R75/6 
and R60/6, BMW have effectively 
bullt In improved handling. As a 
result many riders are looking at 
the new, models with renewed 
Interest. 

Certainly the bike Is good In 
the handling department. Just to 
get the feel of things we rode it 
found and round an earth 
coverered car park before taking 
fo the road. Balance was 
beautiful, throttle response 
slightly tricky because of the 
high first gear, 

The expected twisting motion 
of the shaft driving the, rear 
wheel |s hardly noticeable once 
the bike Is moving. It certainly 
doesn't want to throw the bike 
away from you. You can really 





ton the road the motor 
ciate really Is comfortable. It Is 
light enough (453Ib) to fling 
around and heavy enough and 
low enough to be highly stable. 
At one stage during the short 
ride we had we encountered 
severe Manawatu cross winds — 
enough to worry the most ardent 
touring rider. True to its 
reputation the BMW never 
avered. f 
“Small things, ike black 
ainted levers to reduce glare, 
the brake calliper being fitted 
right behind the wheel fork close 
to the steering axle to make 
steering easier, a solid, easily 
reached passenger grab bar, 
automatically retractable side 
stand all add to the overall theme 
of excellent engineering design. 

The instrument pod with 
speedometer (and trip) and 
tachometer also has lights for 
brake fluid level, battery charge, 
oil pressure, dipper, main beam 
and turn Indicators. 

Suspension settings at the 
rear can be altered easily — to 
three different rates — by simply 
turning a lever. Front suspension 
forks are fully enclosed and have 
8.2 inches of travel. 

Brakes, for the time we used 
them, showed no tendency ‘to 
fade, although an English 
magazine claimed that the single 
disc front brake faded badly 

under hard braking.

He Just 
did not seem to be able to get It 
all together and an amaze 
crowd saw Reg Dixon, from New 
Plymouth, force his big BSA 4 
stroke thumper past Smith to 
win the qualifying heat. The four 
stroke fans really went wild when 
Reg’s big brother, Colin, won the 
third quallfler on yet another 
500cc BSA. 

The remaining qualifying heats 
held few surprises as expected 
names such as Collison, Turn- 
bull, Love and Lambess proved 
thelr ability and reputation. 

Race ten, the first quarter final 
produced the first confrontation 
between Ploen and Smith, with 
Ploen taking the honours, Collin 
Dixon gave the 4-stroke fans 
another burst of adrenalin by 
winning the second quarter final.
